Scheme  to  regulate  the  Marketing  of  IIot- 
IIouse  Tomatoes  and  Hot-iiouse  Cucumbers 
grown  in  British  Columbia. 

1.  The  scheme  shall  be  known  as  the  “  B.C.  Hot¬ 
house  Tomato  and  Cucumber  Scheme.” 

2.  In  this  scheme,  unless  the  context  otherwise 
requires : — - 

(«.)  “Act”  means  the  “Natural  Products  Mar¬ 
keting  (British  Columbia)  Act,”  chapter 
38,  Statutes  of  British  Columbia,  1934  : 

(6.)  “Agency”  means  a  person  authorized  by 
the  Board  to  act  as  agent  for  any  producer 
or  producers : 

( c .)  “  xVrea  ”  means  the  Province  of  British  Co¬ 
lumbia  : 

( d .)  “Dealer”  means  any  person  who  purchases 
the  regulated  product  for  resale : 

(e. )  “Hothouse  tomatoes”  means  tomatoes 
grown  in  a  hothouse,  and  “  hothouse  cu¬ 
cumbers  ”  means  cucumbers  grown  in  a  hot¬ 
house  : 

(/. )  “  Islands  District  ”  means  Vancouver  Island 
and  Saltspring  Island  : 

(g.)  “Mainland  District”  means  that  part  of 
British  Columbia  not  in  the  Islands  Dis¬ 
trict  : 

( h .)  “Marketing  Board”  and  “Board,”  except 
where  immediately  preceded  by  the  word 
“  Provincial,”  mean  the  Board  authorized 
to  administer  this  scheme  : 

(i.)  “Marketing”  includes  buying,  selling,  ship¬ 
ping  for  sale  or  storage,  and  offering  for 
sale  : 

O'.)  “Owner”  means,  in  respect  of  any  land 
upon  which  the  regulated  product  is  grown, 
any  person  who  appears  by  the  records  of 
any  Land  Registry  Office  to  be  the  holder 
of  an  estate  in  fee-simple,  and  includes  any 
tenant  for  life,  mortgagor  in  possession, 
and  any  person  last  registered  as  the  holder 
of  an  agreement  to  purchase  :

(to.)  “Producer-owner”  means  any  owner  who 
is  a  producer : 

(n.)  “Provincial  Board”  means  the  Board  con¬ 
stituted  under  section  3.  of  the  Act: 

(o.)  “Regulated  product”  means  hothouse  to¬ 
matoes  and  hothouse  cucumbers  grown 
within  the  area  for  marketing : 

( [p •)  “  Spread  ”  means  the  difference  between  the 
price  at  which  the  regulated  product  is  pur¬ 
chased  by  any  person  and  the  price  at  which 
it  is  sold  by  such  person : 

(g.)  “Wholesaler”  means  any  person  who  pur¬ 
chases  the  regulated  product  for  resale  to 
the  retail  trade. 

3.  Wherever  the  masculine  or  singular  is  used  in 
this  scheme,  the  same  shall  be  construed  as  mean¬ 
ing  the  feminine  or  plural  if  the  context  so  re¬ 
quires. 

Purpose  and  Application. 

4.  The  purpose  of  this  scheme  is  to  regulate,  sub¬ 
ject  to  the  direction  of  the  Provincial  Board,  the 
marketing  of  the  regulated  product. 
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5.  The  scheme  shall  apply  to  all  persons  who 
grow  or  market  the  regulated  product,  and  to  all 
kinds  and  grades  thereof. 

Name  and  Constitution  of  Board. 

6.  The  Board  authorized  to  administer  the 
scheme  shall  be  named  the  “  B.C.  Hothouse  Tomato 
and  Cucumber  Marketing  Board.”  Its  head  office 
shall  be  at  Victoria,  B.C.,  and  it  shall  maintain  an 
office  at  Vancouver,  B.C. 

7.  The  Board  shall  consist  of  three  members,  one 
of  whom  shall  be  a  Chinese  producer-owner  and 
two  of  whom  shall  be  white  producer-owners. 

8.  The  first  members  of  the  Board  shall  be 
George  William  Riddle,  of  Victoria,  B.C. ;  Mur¬ 
dock  Dingwall,  of  Vancouver,  B/C. ;  and  Quail 
Yuen  Yen,  of  Victoria,  B.C.  They  shall  hold  office 
until  August  31st,  1935. 

Powers  of  the  Marketing  Board. 

9.  The  Board  shall  have  the  following  powers  : — 

(a.)  To  regulate  the  time  and  place  at  which 

and  to  designate  the  agency  through  which 
the  regulated  product  shall  be  marketed ; 
to  determine  the  manner  of  distribution ; 
the  quantity,  quality,  grade,  or  class  of  the 
regulated  product  that  shall  be  marketed 
by  any  producer  at  any  time,  and  to  pro¬ 
hibit  the  marketing  of  any  of  the  regulated 
product  of  any  grade,  quality,  or  class : 

(6.)  To  exempt  from  any  determination  or  order 
any  person  or  class  of  persons  engaged  in 
the  production  or  marketing  of  the  regu¬ 
lated  product,  or  any  class,  variety,  or 
grade  thereof : 

(c.)  To  assist  by  grant  or  loan  the  construction 
or  operation  of  facilities  for  preserving, 
processing,  storing,  or  conditioning  the 
regulated  product,  and  to  assist  research- 
work  relating  to  the  marketing  of  the  regu¬ 
lated  product : 

(d. )  To  require  any  or  all  persons  engaged  in 
the  production  or  marketing  of  the  regu¬ 
lated  product  to  furnish  to  the  Board  any 
information  relative  to  the  regulated 
product : 

(e.)  To  issue  certificates  of  registration  to  pro¬ 
ducers,  agencies,  and  dealers  on  such  terms 
and  conditions  as  the  Board  deems  advis¬ 
able,  and  to  cancel  the  same  for  any  viola¬ 
tion  of  any  order  of  the  Board  : 

(/. )  To  require  all  agencies  to  sell  the  regulated 
product  to  wholesalers  only  : 

(g. )  To  determine  the  spread  which  wholesalers 
shall  add  to  the  price  paid  by  them  for  the 
regulated  product  or  any  grade  thereof  for 
resale  to  the  retail  trade  : 

( h .)  By  itself  or  through  the  agencies,  to  con¬ 
duct  a  pool  or  pools  for  the  equalization  of 
returns  received  from  the  sale  of  the  regu¬ 
lated  product,  and  to  compensate  any  per¬ 
son  for  any  loss  sustained  by  withholding 
from  the  market  or  forwarding  to  a  speci¬ 
fied  market  any  of  the  regulated  product 
pursuant  to  an  order  of  the  Board ;  but, 
without  limiting  in  any  way  the  generality 
of  the  foregoing,  to  compensate  any  person 
in  respect  to  any  portion  of  the  regulated 
product  marketed  in  the  form  of  a  manu¬ 
factured  product :  Provided  that  no  com¬ 
pensation  shall  be  paid  in  respect  of  any 
regulated  product  that  may  be  withheld 
from  a  part  icular  market  because  the  grade 
of  such  product  is  deemed  by  the  Board  to 
be  unsuitable  for  such  market,  and  that 
pools  shall  be  conducted  only  within  the 
grades  of  the  regulated  product  established 
by  the  Board  :

(./.)  To  pay  the  operating  and  necessary  ex¬ 
penses  of  the  Board  : 

(k.)  To  establish  a  fund  for  the  purposes  of  the 
scheme : 


( l .)  To  act  as  agent  for  the  Dominion  Market¬ 
ing  Board  or  any  other  Board  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  any  scheme  approved  under  the 
“Natural  Products  Marketing  Act  (1934),” 
24  and  25  George  V.,  chapter  57. 

(m.)  To  borrow,  raise,  or  secure  the  payment  of 
money  in  such  manner  as  the  Board  may 
think  fit  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out 
the  objects  of  the  scheme,  but  at  no  time 
shall  the  aggregate  financial  obligation  of 
the  Board  incurred  by  borrowing  exceed 
.$2.000 ;  to  hypothecate,  assign,  draw,  make, 
sign,  accept,  endorse,  discount,  and  issue 
bills  of  exchange,  cheques,  and  other  nego¬ 
tiable  and  transferable  instruments  : 

( n. )  From  time  to  time  to  fix  the  maximum 
amount  or  rate  of  commission  to  be  charged 
by  agencies  : 

(o.)  To  determine  the  place  or  places  to  which 
producers  shall  deliver  their  regulated  prod¬ 
uct  for  marketing : 

( p .)  For  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  whether 
the  orders  of  the  Board  are  being  complied 
with,  to  inspect  the  books,  accounts,  and 
records  and  documents  of  any  producer  or 
agency  relating  to  the  regulated  product ; 
and  for  this  purpose  to  employ  an  auditor, 
also  to  order  the  production  of  such  books, 
records,  and  documents  and  other  other  evi¬ 
dence  as  may  be  required  for  such  purpose : 

( q .)  Either  in  person  or  through  any  agent  of 
the  Board,  to  enter  the  lands  and  premises 
of  any  producer  and  any  agency  at  all  rea¬ 
sonable  times  for  the  purpose  of  carrying 
out  the  orders,  rules,  and  regulations  of  the 
Board : 

(r.)  Generally  to  make  orders  and  to  amend  or 
revoke  the  same,  and  to  exercise  such  other 
powers  as  may  be  delegated  to  the  Board 
by  the  Provincial  Board,  and  such  other 
powers  as  may  be  authorized  under  the  Act 
which  may  be  necessary  for  carrying  out 
this  scheme. 

10.  Copies  of  all  minutes,  orders,  reports,  rules, 
and  regulations  of  the  Board  shall  be  forwarded 
forthwith  to  the  Provincial  Board. 

11.  The  Board  shall  keep  proper  books  and  rec¬ 
ords  of  its  transactions,  and  shall  employ  a  char¬ 
tered  accountant  to  audit  the  same  annually. 

12.  The  Board  shall  have  a  corporate  seal,  and 
the  seal  may  be  affixed  by  any  member  of  the  Board 
if  authorized  by  a  resolution  of  the  Board. 

13.  In  the  event  of  a  vacancy  occurring  on  the 
Board,  and  until  such  vacancy  is  filled,  the  remain¬ 
ing  members  of  the  Board  shall  be  and  constitute 
the  Board. 

14.  If  any  member  of  the  Board  is  absent  from 
the  Province  for  a  period  of  three  months,  or  fails 
to  attend  to  his  duties  for  a  like  period,  the  Board 
may  declare  his  office  vacant. 

15.  A  member  of  the  Board  shall  cease  to  hold 
office : — 

(a.)  If  he  is  convicted  of  any  offence  under  the 
Act  or  this  scheme ;  or 

(h.)  If  by  notice  in  writing  to  the  Board  he  re¬ 
signs  his  office;  or 

(c.)  If  under  the  next  preceding  clause  his  office 
is  declared  vacant. 

16.  If  a  vacancy  on  the  Board  occurs  by  reason 
of  death  or  through  a  member  ceasing  to  hold  office 
as  aforesaid,  that  Board  may,  subject  to  the  ap¬ 
proval  of  the  Provincial  Board,  fill  the  vacancy. 

17.  No  member  of  the  Board  acting  in  good  faith 
shall  be  personally  liable  for  any  acts  of  the  Board 
or  of  the  members  thereof  acting  as  such. 

18.  All  acts  done  by  the  Board  or  by  any  mem¬ 
ber  acting  with  the  authority  of  the  Board  shall, 
notwithstanding  that  it  is  afterwards  discovered 
that  there  was  some  defect  or  irregularity  in  the 
appointing  or  electing  of  the  Board  or  any  such 
members,  or  that  they  were  disqualified,  be  as  valid 
as  if  such  Board  or  such  person  had  been  diily 
appointed  or  elected  and  such  person  was  qualified 
to  be  a  member. 

19.  The  Board  shall  elect  a  Chairman,  Vice- 
Chairman,  and  Secretary,  the  latter  to  be  a  mem- 
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her  of  the  Board  or  not  as  the  Board  may  decide, 
and  shall  appoint  and  employ  and  dispense  with 
the  services  of  officers,  clerks,  and  servants  and  pro¬ 
vide  necessary  office  accommodation  to  carry  on  the 
work  of  the  scheme. 

‘JO.  The  Board  shall  fix  the  salaries  of  officers, 
clerks,  and  servants  employed  by  it.  and  the  remu¬ 
neration  of  the  Chairman  and  other  members  ofi 
the  Board:  Provided  that  the  remuneration  of  the 
Chairman  and  other  members  of  the  Board  may  be 
altered  by  the  Provincial  Board  upon  petition  of  a 
representative  number  of  producer-owners. 

21.  The  Board  shall,  by  resolution,  determine  the 
method  of  calling  meetings  of  the  Board  and  con¬ 
ducting  the  business  of  the  Board. 

22.  A  majority  of  the  Board  shall  constitute  a 
quorum,  and  all  questions  shall  be  decided  by  a 
majority  vote.  In  the  event  of  an  equal  division  of 
votes  the  Provincial  Board  shall  have  the  casting- 
vote.  A  resolution  in  writing  signed  by  all  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Board  shall  be  equally  binding  as  if 
passed  at  a  meeting  of  the  Board  called  and  prop¬ 
erly  constituted. 

23.  The  Board  shall  compile  and  revise  from 
time  to  time  a  register  of  producers,  a  register  of 
agencies,  a  register  of  producer-owners  of  the 
Islands  District,  and  a  register  of  producer-owners 
of  the  Mainland  District.  Copies  of  the  said  regis¬ 
ters  shall  be  kept  at  the  Board’s  offices  at  Vancou¬ 
ver  and  Victoria,  and  they  shall  be  available  for 
inspection  at  all  reasonable  times,  and  copies  thereof 
shall  be  furnished  to  any  person  at  the  price  of 
10  cents  a  folio.  Any  person  may  at  any  time 
apply  to  the  Board  to  have  his  name  entered  in  any 
of  the  said  registers,  and  the  Board  shall  have 
authority  to  determine  the  eligibility  of  any  such 
applicant  to  have  his  name  so  entered. 

24.  Except  as  to  membership  on  the  Board  until 
August  31st,  1935,  no  person  shall  be  entitled  to 
vote  or  hold  any  official  position  in  respect  of  the 
scheme  unless  his  name  is  entered  in  one  or  other 
of  the  registers  of  producer-owners. 

Election  of  Board. 

25.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  clauses  8,  16, 
and  34,  the  members  of  the  Board  shall  be  elected 
annually  by  the  producer-owners,  and  they  shall 
hold  office  from  September  1st  of  the  year  in  which 
they  are  elected  until  August  31st  of  the  following 
year. 

26.  The  annual  election  shall  be  held  in  August. 

27.  The  producer-owners  of  the  Mainland  Dis¬

PRIVATE  BILLS. 


Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 

100.  (1.)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  whatso¬ 
ever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice  clearly 
and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and  object  of 
the  application,  and  when  the  application  refers  to 
any  proposed  work,  indicating  sufficiently  the  loca¬ 
tion  of  the  work,  to  be  signed  by  or  on  behalf  of  the 
applicant. 

(2.)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The  Brit¬ 
ish  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in  one 
leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating  in  all 
parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in  such  news¬ 
paper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of  each  week. 

(3.)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a  nature 
that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or  more  elec¬ 
toral  districts,  the  notice  shall  furthermore  be  pub¬ 
lished  once  a  week  if  possible  in  some  newspaper 
in  every  electoral  district  affected,  or  if  there  be  no 
newspaper  published  therein,  then  in  a  newspaper 
published  in  the  electoral  district  nearest  thereto.

And  if  this  rule  shall  be  suspended  or 
modified  as  aforesaid,  the  promoters  of  any  Private 
Bill  which  is  presented  after  the  time  hereinbefore 
limited,  or  for  which  the  petition  has  been  received 
after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either 
case  pay  double  the  fees  required  in  respect  of  such 
Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the  House  shall  order  to 
the  contrary. 

98.  (1.)  Any  person  seeking  to  obtain  any  Private 
Bill  shall  deposit  with  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  eight 
clear  days  before  the  opening  of  the  Session  : — 

(a.)  A  printed  copy  of  such  Bill: 

(b.)  A  copy  of  the  petition  to  be  presented  to  the 
House : 

(c.)  Copies  of  the  notices  published,  with  publi¬ 
cation  proved  by  a  statutory  declaration  or 
affidavit  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Clerk  of 
the  House. 

(2.)  At  the  time  of  depositing  the  Bill  and  peti¬ 
tion  the  applicant  shall  also  pay  to  the  Clerk  of 
the  House  the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars. 

(3.)  If  a  copy  of  the  Bill,  petition,  and  notices 
proved  as  aforesaid  shall  not  have  been  so  deposited 
in  the  hands  of  the  Clerk  of  the  House  at  least 
eight  clear  days  before  the  opening  of  the  Session 
or  if  the  petition  has  not  been  presented  to  the 
House  within  the  first  ten  days  of  the  Session,  the 
amount  to  be  paid  to  the  Clerk  shall  be  six  hundred 
dollars.  If  the  Bill  shall  not  pass  second  reading 
one-half  of  the  fees  shall  be  returned. 

101.  Every  petition  signed  by  an  agent  or  attor¬ 
ney  in  fact  shall  be  accompanied  by  the  authority 
of  such  agent  or  attorney  in  fact,  and  the  petition 
shall  not  be  deemed  to  be  filed  with  the  Clerk  until 
this  is  done.

interval  between  the  abutments  or  piers  for  the 
passage  of  rafts  or  vessels,  and  mentioning  also 
whether  they  intend  to  erect  a  drawbridge  or  not, 
and  the  dimensions  of  the  same. 

103.  (1.)  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  incorpo¬ 
ration  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by 
reference  to  the  clauses  of  the  general  Acts  relating 
to  the  details  to  be  provided  for  by  such  Bills : 
Special  grounds  shall  be  established  for  any  pro¬ 
posed  departure  from  this  principle,  or  for  the 
introduction  of  other  provisions  as  to  such  details, 
and  a  note  shall  be  appended  to  the  Bill  indicating 
the  provisions  thereof  in  which  the  general  Act  is 
proposed  to  be  departed  from.  Bills  which  are  not 
framed  in  accordance  with  this  Standing  Order 
shall  be  recast  by  the  promoters  and  reprinted  at 
their  expense  before  any  Committee  passes  upon 
the  clauses. 

(2.)  Every  Bill  for  an  Act  of  incorporation, 
where  a  form  of  model  Bill  has  been  adopted,  shall 
be  drawn  in  accordance  with  the  model  Bill  (copies 
of  model  Bills  may  be  obtained  from  the  Clerk  of 
the  House).
